Paris, March 29.—The Chamber of Dep- 
uties was crowded today, and the Mvelſest 
interest was manifested in the proceedings, 
as some sensational Panama scandal inci- 
dent or revelations were expected. MM.

Clovis, Hugues, 
Jullien, and Rouvier through middlemen, 
that he had bribed M. Goirand person- 

y. 

This statement made a great sensation in 
the Chamber. In subsequent remarks M. 
Darlan explained that the public prosecutor 
lacked sufficient proof of the allegations 
made. All the Deputies mentioned were 
profoundly moved, and made energetic pro- 
tests of their innocence to their colleagues 

When the committee presented its report 
today recommending the prosecution of 
Mm. Naquet, Manet, and Boyer the two 
latter said they would votein the affirmative 
in order to get a chance to prove their in- 
nocence of the charges of complicity.

Under 
the provisions of the resolution Congress 
shall consent that the Sandwich Islands 
may be erected into a new State, to be known 
as the State of Hawaii, with republican 
form of government.

Havana, March 29.—[(Copyright, 1897.)— 
The crew of a Spanish gunboat has muti- 
nied, killed the commander, and turned the 
launch over to Cuban insurgents. This was 
the story current at Batabano this morn- 
The launch El Dependiente of the 
colt guard service, making Batabano its 
home port, has now been missing a week, 

Palace officials and Admiralty officers 
here flatly deny the truth of the story of a 
mutiny, but express anxiety lest the boat 
has met witha mishap on its cruise, 

Reports from Batabano are that the crew 
killed Lieut. Miguel Varela, the commander, 
because of his harsh treatment, and then

the insurgents in Pinar del Rio after the 
death of Antonlo Maceo. 

Lieut. Terry of the insurgent party, who 
had been wounded by a shell, was also 
captured. The rebels carried some of their 
dead with them, but left on the field ten 
bodies that they were unable to remove. 
The Spanish loss was only one man killed 
and one Lieutenant and twenty-four pri- 
vates wounded. 

The Spanish column marched upon Peri- 
co Pozo, where Gen. Ruis Rivera awaited 
them in a strongly intrenched position. 

Rivera opened fire immediately on seeing 
the head of the column. Lieut.-Col. José 
Roco advanced with the extreme vanguard, 
Maj. Sanchez Bernal leading another di- 
vision, under the protection of artillery, 
which shelled the trenches held by Rivera, 
who was already wounded in the thigh. 

One company of the Reina cavalry gal- 
loped forward, capturing the trenches and 
seizing as prisoners five men who lay se- 
verely mutilated by the ehells. Col. Bacal- 
lao, on learning that Rivera had been wound- 
ed, hurried to the trenches and begged the 
soldiers not to kill him. 

Rivera and Col. Bacallao were taken into 
the presence of Gen. Velasco, who shooks 
hands with Rivera and introduced him to 
the officers of his Staff, giving instructions 
that the first thing to be done was to give 
him surgical relief. He had been struck-by 
three Mauser bullets. 

The Castillo battalion secured important 
documents as well as the arms and money 
of Gen. Ruis Rivera. The money consisted 
mostly of American gold coin. 

Gen. Velasco sent Gen. Rivera, Col. Ba- 
callaco, and Lieut. Terry, in charge of two 
companies of troops, to San Cristobal, at 
which place the party arrived at 8 o'clock 
last evening. Lieut. Terry was so badly in- 
jured, however, that he died on the road. 

Speaking toa soldier at San Cristobal, Gen. 
Rivera said that he had been decently treat- 
ed by his captors. He complained greatly 
of the pain of his wounds, but was cool and 
self-possessed. He has one bullet still in 
his thigh. He is lodged at the quarters of 
the Kuardia Civil. 

Gen. Velasco is still operating in the vicin- 
ity of Cabesadas. 

Ruis Rivera was the successor of Maceo 
in command of Cuban forces in Pinar del Riv, 
and is 52 years old. He has always been a 
bitter foe of Spain, and did heroic werk in 
the ten years’ war. He was at that time the 
associate of Garcia and Maceo, and when 
the war ended went into exile with those 
two chiefs.

NEWSPAPER CORRESPONDENT KILLED. 


O. E. Crosby Shot While Watching a 
Battie in Cuba from the In- 
surgent Side. 


Havana, March 29.—According to private 
information received here from Santa Clara 
C. E. Crosby, correspondent of the Chicago 
Record, was shot and killed during an en- 
gagement which took place at Arroyo 
Blanco, in the Sancti Spiritus District of the 
Province of Santa Clara, between a Spanish 
force under Col. Arjona and a body of in- 
surgents commanded by Gen. Maximo 
Gomez. 

Mr. Crosby was in the camp of the insur- 
gents and was watching the fight through 
field glasses when he was killed by a stray 
bullet fired from the Spanish ranks. 

Mr. Crosby was not an experienced news- 
paper man. He was of English birth, and 
was educated in France and graduated from 
the celebrated military school of St. Cyr. 
He entered the French army and served in 
Algiers and elsewhere. Later on he became 
a civil engineer, and as such built a railroad 
in Mexico, where he resided for six or Seven 
years. He went to Cuba as correspondent 
last winter and at once went through the 
lines and cast his fortunes with the insur- 
gents, not as a combetant, but as a news- 
paper correspondent strictly. His corre- 
spondence was signed Don Carlos.“ 

Mr. Crosby reached Havana on Jan. 80. 
He took the field on Feb. 10, going through 
Camajuan villas. On March 9 he reached 
the camp of Gen. Gomez and the same day 
was killed at Juan Criolli, near Arroyo 
Blanco. An engagement was in progress 
and Mr. Crosby received a bullet in the fore- 
head. Death was instantaneous. Hiscloth- 
ing, watch, and money are now in possession 
of Gen. Gomez, who gave the body an hon- 
orable burial.

New York, March 2).—[{Special.}—The fall- 
ure and bankruptcy of the United Press were 
made today a matter of formal court record 
by the ling of the assignment of that cor- 
poration. 

The directors of the United Press met 
at No. 19% Broadway, Vice-President Will- 
iam M. Laffan, general manager of the Sun, 
in the chair. The withdrawal] from the as- 
sociation of the New York Herald, New 
York Tribune, New York Times, Evening 
Telegram, Philadelphia Evening Telegraph, 
Philadelphia Record, Philadelphia Ledger, 
Boston Herald, and sixty other newspapers 
in New England was discussed, and it wae 
seen there was nothing left of the United 
Press. 


Voluntary Assignment. 

A motion waé made and earried to enter 
into voluntary dissolution, make an assign- 
ment, and go out of business. It was agreed 
to make Cashier F. G. Mason of the Sun, 
the Secretary of the United Press, the as- 
signee. In accordancé with this resolution 
assignment papers were duly drawn up and 
filed among the county récords, signed by 
Charles A. Dana as President. 

The assignemnt relatés “ that the United 
Press is justly indebted to sundry persons 
in divers and sundry sums of money, and, 
being unable to pay the same in full, is de- 
sirous of making an-equitable distribution 
5 its property and effects among its creti- 

ors.“ 

It turns over all property of the United 
Press to the assignee, instructs him with 
all reasonable diligence to sell and dispose 
of the same and convert the same into mon- 
ey, and shall collect any and all bills, prom- 
issory notes, bonds, and accounts owing the 
United Press,” and authorizes him to pay 
all expenses carrying out the assignment, 
including a lawful commission for his serv- 
ices from the proceeds. 


Instructed to Pay Creditors. 


Assignee Mason is directed to pay out of 
the residue, if there should be sufficient 
therefor, to each and every one of the cred- 
itors the full sum that may be justly due 
and owing to them respectively without 
any priority. 

Thus ended formally in this legal shape 
the contest between the Associated Press 
of the United States, a purely codperative 
association, controlled by all the newspapers 
of the United States, and the United Press 
Association, which has been controlled by 
four papers—the New York Herald, Trib- 
une, Times, and Sun—under the personal 
management of Charles A. Dana as Presi- 
dent and W. M. Laffan, buginess manager 
of the Sun, as Vice-President. 

The chief thing of value about the United 
Press was its good will. There were no 
other assets, save some office furniture and 
leased Western Union Telegraph wires, the 
latter beg more than offset as an asset 
by money due the Western Union on tele- 
graph tolls. The debts are said to exceed 


The articles of assignment of the United 
Press do not state the liabilities of the cor- 
poration. It will be one of the first duties of 
the assignee to file with the Supreme Court 
a schedule showing in detail all of the assets 
and debts of the association. 


PEARY’S PLAN 70 REACH THE POLE, 


Is Regarded as the Most Feasible Yet 
and United States Will Get 
the Glory. 


New York, March 29.—Lieut. Peary re- 
cently laid a plan for arctic research before 
the council of the American Geographical 
Sociefy. The plan includes the reaching of 
the north pole. It was héartily indorsed by 
the council and a subscription toward its 
accomplishment promised. Should either 
plan succeed the United States will reap the 
glory. 

Lieut. Peary’s plan, as now matured, is 
considered by arctic explorers one of the 
most feasible yet advocated. The ex i- 
tion will, besides Lieut. Peary himself, in- 
clude only one or two white men. If one, he 
will be a surgeon, and if two, the other will 
be a scientist. 

The party will be conveyed by a chartered 
whaler to the point on the western coast of 
Greenland which Peary has so often made 
his basis of exploration. At this point lives 
a tribe of Eskimos. They form the most 
northerly settlement of human , as 
far as is known, upon the globe. From 
them Peary will select five or six young 
married couples and will with them push 
along the northwest coast of Greenland as 
far as possible, and then form a colony. 
From this basic point the two or three white 
men will make their explorations. Peary 
figures that this colony will not be ower 360 
miles from the pole. 

As soon as the ice conditions are propl- 
tious an attempt will be made to reach the 
pole. The Eskimos and their dog sledges 
will be used if possible, but in any case the 
white explorers will push on until the Stars 
and Stripes have been planted near if not 
on the pole itself. 

Lieut. Peary says it may be two, three, 
or even five years before the conditions are 
just right for the expedition, 


TWO STATES AT WAR OVER TRUSTS. 


Bill in New Jersey Legislature Retali- 
ates on New York Anti-For- 
eign Corporation Act. 


New York, March 29.--[Special.}~The Leg- 
islatures of New Jersey and New York are 
having a merry war over trusts. March 17 
a bill was introduced in the New York Legis- 
islature which was designed to drive New 
Jersey corporations out of New York, 
is commonly known as the anti-foreign cor- 
poration act. 

Tonight an audacious bill was introduced 
in the Senate of New Jersey to off- 
set the effect of the New York bill. It pro- 
vides: ‘** No proceeding shall be maintained 
in any court of this State ag any stock- 
holder, officer, or director of any domestic

word attributed to Shakspeare, it is not 80 
much a question of rendering the master’s 
meaning as of getting the best possible play 
out of a mass of somewhat unpromising 
material. | 

Sir Henry Irving has solved the difficulty 
by taking the text exactly as he found it 
in the early versions. Mr. Mansfield has 
produced a sort of refined Colly Cibber. He 
has eliminated much that was virulently 
melodramatic, more especially the well- 
known lines: Off with his head; so much 
for Buckingham,“ and Richard’s himseif 
again.” Both of which we had come to 
regurd as old friends. He has, however, re- 
tained the main outlines cf the plot such 
as it was in the days of Garrick. He has in- 


corporated as of old the two scenes from 


“Henry VI.“ and omitted the murder of 
Clarence and also the cursings of Margaret. 

In so doing he has managed to produce 
something like a coherent play, although 
even now it is really more a series of tab- 
leaux than a genuine drama. 

In the original plan Richard III. was sim- 
ply the final part of a tetralogy, written 
after the manner of Greek tragedy—the 
classic form being obviously un-Shaks- 
pearean. The Avscylean figure of Margaret 
of Anjou, who hovers over the early scenes 
like a dark Ate, can still leas be attributed to 
Shakspeare. Consequently, although Henry 


Irving observes the letter of the text, he 16 


really reviving a mere fragment in which 
a medieval melodrama is fashioned after a 
classic model. Doubtless this treatment of 
the subject will please the antiquarian, and 
performances at the Lyceum are always at- 
tended with something of the true antiqua- 
rian zeal and devotion. 

Regarding the matter from a purely the- 
atrical standpoint, Mr. Mansfield has surely 
evolved a better play, and one more truly 
in the spirit of Shakspeare himself, since 
the classic portions of the whole tetralogy 
breathe far more the spirit of Marlowe than 
that of his more illustrious contemporary. 

Still, even as it is, Mr. Mansfield’s Richard 
is of far greater pictorial than dramatic 
value. The character is finely developed, it 
is true, but the plot Is very hazy, and the rest 
of the dramatis persone are merely lay fig- 
ures. 

Moreover, the chief actor has decided now 
more than ever that the art of Shakspearean 
delivery is to be unintelligible, wherein he 
resembles Irving if in nothing else. 

Mr. Vibart as Buckingham and Mr. Jewitt 
as Richmond were both commendably dis- 
tinct by comparison. The former is a late 
acquisition to the company, having remained 
in America after the unfortunate tour of the 
Bourchiers which was so ruthlessly curtailed. 

Miss Beatrice Cameron once more made 
a picturesque but sadly ineffective Anne. 
The wooing of her by Richard in the second 
act may be made the most effective or the 
most unconvincing scene in the whole play. 
It is only intelligible if we credit Richard 
with a certain snake-like mesmeric power. 
This was well suggested by Mr. Mansfield, 
but the idea was hardly sustained by Miss 
Cameron, and the result was a failure to 
realize the value of the situation. 

For the rest, the company is efficient except 
where—as in the cases of the Mayor of Lon- 
don and the army of Richmond—it becomes 
deeply comic. 

The setting is artistic and Mr. German’s 
music is pretty.

MUTINY ON SPANISH MAN-OF-WAR. 


Report That Crew of El Dependente 
Killed Their Officers and Turned 
Boat Over to Insurgents. 


Jacksonville, Fla., March 29.—[{Special.}~— 
Passengers from Havana say the report was 
current in Havana on Saturday that the 
crew of a Spanish man-of-war had mutinied 
and killed all the officers on board, and had 
then turned the vessel over to the insur- 
gents. The vessel was reported to be hid- 
den in a small bay on the southern coast 
of Pinar del Rio. 

It was said the insurgents would use it 
to attack merchant vesels and the smaller 
vessels of the Spanish navy if they got a 
chance. 

Just before the ship sailed from Havana 
for Key West a report was received from 
Batabano that the little gunboat El De- 
pendente, used in the coastguard fleet, with 
headquarters at Batabano, was missing. 
Nothing had been heard of the boat for 
more than a week. The Admiralty officials 
were much worried about the missing gun- 
boat. The cruiser was commanded by Lieut. 
Miguel Varela. It had a large amount of 
munitions of war on board, and its capture 
is worth considerable to the Cubans. 

The steam launch Isabel ran ashore in the 
Lagranda River and was captured by the 
insurgents last Thursday. <A Lieutenant 
and five men were taken prisoners by the 
Cubans, and negotiations are pending to 
exchange them for Cuban soldiers captured 


in hospitals.

MOTIVE FOR SUPPORTING THE HUM- 
PHREY MLLS. 

It is reported that men have been hired 

to visit the saloons and other places of com- 


bums, and tramps in favor of the passage of 
the John Humphrey bills; the pay for sig- 
natures is said to be a soak of whisky, where 
more is not demanded. One thing is cer- 
tain: It is only that class of worthless per- 
sons who would sign such a petition to the 
Legislature. 

It is not easy for biene knowing 
what the Humphrey bills are, to realize that 
there is any danger of their passage. They 
cannot understand what motive can actu- 
ate men to vote to abolish local self-govern- 
men in the city which now has more than a 
third and soon will contain half the inhab- 
itants of the State; to take from that city 
millions of revenue and hand it over to the 
Wall street sharpers; and to impose for fifty 
years on the people of this city an unjust 
transportation tax. 

Certainly it is hard to imagine the motive 

which could induce any number of members 
of the Legislature to vote for the Hum- 
phrey bills. It is possible, though not prob- 
able, that there are country members who 
are maliciously disposed towards Chicago 
who want to check its growth iu population 
and prosperity, and who think one way to 
do it is to cripple the revenues of the city 
and make local travel far more expensive in 
the future than it ought to be. 

Such a feeling of hatred would be wick- 
edly foolish, for the prosperity of the city 
and of the country are inseparable. When 
the city thrives the country is the gainer. 
But there are to be found everywhere cross- 
grained and malicious men who think they 
build themselves up by pulling their busi- 
ness associates down. There may be some 
such men in the Illinois Legislature, but the 
number of those evil disposed persons can- 
not be large. 

There cannot possibly be enough of them 
to pass these Humphrey bills. Hence, if 
they pass, some other motive than un- 
reasoning hatred of Chicago must actuate 


The only other conceivable motive is 
bribery. The ninety-nine year law and the 
Lake-Front act, passed many years ago, 
bear witness that Illinois Legislatures bave 
been bought for bad and corrupt measures. 
Are these vote purchasers in the field this 
year to put through the John Humphrey 
bills? 

The Humphrey bills will give the street 
railroads on an average two millions a year 
profit for the next fifty years—more than 
they are justly entitled to; nearly two mill- 
ions at first, but much more later on. They 
ean afford corruptly to spend tens of thou- 
sands of dollars to secure so vasi a prize. 
They ‘have a corruption fund, and they will 
use it in the Legislature this session, as in 
the past, if they can find rotten members 
to betray the people for bribes. 

If these bills pass it must be taken for 
granted that the street railroad managers 
have found such rascals in the Legisla ture. 
It will be the unchangeable belief of the 
people that the sole motive which influenced 
city and country members to vote for these 
wrongful bills was a corrupt motive. 

Considering the nature of the bills it will 
be impossible to conceive of any other 
motive than a greed for bribes. For lack 
of squealers there may be no technical evi- 
dence on which to base an indictment or to 
secure a conviction. The corruptionists 
have learned by long practice how to cover 
up their tracks, but actions talk louder than 
words, and records cannot be concealed. 

But the people will say unhesitatingly 
that the legislator who votes for these 
measures is a robber unless he can offer an 
honest reason for his vote, and there are no 
such reasons to give. 

The press will be perfectly justified in 
branding the legislators who vote for these 
Humphrey bills as boodlersof the worst kind. 
A hundred libel laws and anti-cartoon laws 
will not silence them. They will tell about 
those men what every one of their readers 
will believe is the naked truth. 

So every man who bas been approached by 
the tempter and who may feel inclined to 
vote for these robber bills knows what he 
has to expect if he does vote for them. He 
will return home with his share of the cor- 
ruption fund in his pocket, to find himself 
despised and denounced. 

The path of political preferment will be 
closed to him. He will be “ unavailable ”’ 
for all decent uses. No honest man will 
associate with him. His name will be 
pilloried in the press and will be a by-qvord 
among the people. His offenses never will 
be forgotten. Can any bribe be an equiva- 
lent for such a fate?

WELCOME, BROTHER MOODY. 
Dwight L. Moody will find Chicago in a 
receptive mood for his mighty religious fer- 
vor. The revival meetings under the direc- 
tion of this inspiring evangelist, which begin 
in the Auditorium this morning, will be 
| swelled to overflowing by the hosts who are 
familiar with his contagious enthusiasm. 
Applications for tickets for the services have 
already reached the capacity of the theater 
for eight days to come. It is difficult to 
analyze exactly the sources of the popularity 
of this man, who is peerless among the 
workers in the evangelical field. His un- 
doubted sincerity and intimate acquaintance 
with all the forees that beset the daily life 
of a human being are two strong factors in 
making his appeals to the inmer conscious- 
ness more than ordinarily successful. But 
perhaps that indefinable attribute of person- 
‘al magnetism enters more largely into the 
effectiveness of his religious labors, al- 
though even this is dominated by the zeal 
born of his own convictions. 
Mr. Moody’s visits to Chicago bave not 
been as frequent as the affection of the peo- 
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those whose votes will put the bills through, 
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But when Mr. Hesing, whom most Chica- 
goans know a good deal about, endeavors to 
masquerade as a “ business-man,” and asks 
for the votes of such men on the ground 
that he is one of them and will be a good 
representative of them if elected Mayor, he 
makes too large a draft on the gullibility of 
the public. The people may be amused, but 
they cannot be deceived. 

Certain statements were printed in the 
local columns of Tue Trisune, which, if 
not disproved, show that Mr. Hesing is far 
from being the idea) business-man the city 
needs to manage its affairs, and has not been 
always even an ordinary business-man, but 
at times an improvident and unsuccessful 
speculator. 

Mr. Hesing has not attempted to answer 
those statements fairly and squarely. He 
has refrained carefully from making cate- 
gorical and specific denials of these several 
allegations. 

First, he has not denied that most, if not 
all, of the property in which he has an inter- 
est is in the hands of trustees, who pay him 
the income, and that the reason why that 
property is so tied up was a justifiable fear 
that if this pseudo business-man got hold of 
the principal he would squander it. The de- 
liberate judgment of the person from whom 
Mr. Hesing got his property was that he 
never could become a business-man. Chi- 
cago voters should act accordingly. 

Secondly, it is not denied that Mr. Hesing 
was engaged in some wild and reckless stock 
speculations about three years ago which re- 
sulted so unfortunately that he has been in 
a state of acute financial embdrrassment 
ever since. Nor is it denied that he and the 
late Hermann Schaffner were engaged in 
the same speculation, which turned out un- 
fortunately for both, and which did not in- 
crease the business reputation of either. 
The “ business men’s candidate cannot be 
selected from among the lame ducks” of 
the stock board. 

Thirdly, it is not denied that Mr. Hesing 
was identified with the Garfield Park race 
track at the time when it was in the greatest 
disrepute. He was its President. He at- 
tended the races. He was on view in the 
grand stand. He was no figurehead in that 
enterprise. He was personally and finan- 
cially interested in it. Yet he knew per- 
fectly well that Hankins, Condon, and other 
well-known Chicago gamblers were the men 
who owned and ran that gambling race 
track. The business-men of Chicago are 
not in the habit of going to a pool-sellers’ re- 
sort to select their candidate. 

Fourthly, it is not denied that Mr. Hesing 
has never been a success in any kind of 
business, cither regular or irregular. The 
business management of the Staats-Zeitung 
is not in his hands. Why, then, does he ask 
for votes as “the business-men's candi- 
date? Where are his credentials? 

He may say that he managed the affairs 
of the Postoflice successfully and introduced 
many improvements. The service is better 
here than when he was appointed. But it 
would have been better had another man 
been in the place, for the improvements he 
boasts of most originated at Washington. 
They were a part of the program of the 
Postoffice. Department. The inspection of 
carriers, for instance, was not peculiar to 
Chicago. Hesing initiated no reforms. 

That which did the most for the Chicago 


, office was making all the employés a part of 


the classified civil service. But for that Mr. 
Hesing would not have made as good a record 
as he did. If he had been able to make un- 
business-like appointments he would have 
done so. The merit system kept him from 
showing how poor a Postmaster he could 
make. 

Mr. Hesing has many good qualities. But 
a business head is not among them. So when 
he poses as the typical business-man and 
asks for votes on that account it is the duty 
of a paper—an unpleasant duty in this case 
—to tell some of the facts about fhe un- 
business-like record he has made. 

If Mr. Hesing wishes to run for Mayor, 
well and good, but he must not do so under 
false pretenses. He must not run as a 
“ business-man,” for he never has been and 
never will be one. He should run because 
he wants the office and knows why he wants 
it. That is, if elected, he will be in a posi- 
tion where he can satisfy the demands of 
certain elements of the community. 

Those will not be the business elements 
of Chicago.. The people whom Mr. Hesing 
would represent, if he were Mayor, would 
not be those who are to be found in the 
business offices of this city, but those who 
were identified with Garfield Park and sim- 
ilar “industries.” They are the persons 
who are pushing Mr. Hesing’s candidacy. 
That being the case, he ought to take off a 
disguise which fite him as ill as the lion’s 
skin did the animal with the loud and un- 
musical voice. 


THERE WILL BE NO RATE WAR. 

One of the arguments urged by the able 
lawyers who appeared for the railroads in 
the suit against the Trans-Missouri Freight 
Association was that if it was held to be un- 
lawful for the roads to make agreements 
“to maintain reasonable rates they would 
become the victims of destructive compe- 
tition. 

It was alleged that there would be rate- 
cutting wars from time to time which must 


end in the financial ruin of all the com- 


panies engaged in them, to the destruc- 
tion of innocent stockholders and the im- 
pairment of the public interest.” 

But a majority of the Judges of the Su- 
preme Gourt could not be convinced of the 
soundness of this argument. They have 
held that such agreements as those made 


by the roads which formed the Trans-Mis-, 


souri Freight Association are unlawful. 
So the managers of the railroads. echoing 
the assertions of their lawyers, are pre 
dicting a general railroad war which will 


throw the roads into bankruptey. 


Prophecies of this kind have been made 
before, but never came to anything. A 
little over a quarter of a century ago the 
people of Illinois and neighboring States 
Complained with cause of the oppressive 
railroad charges they had to pay on their 
e ee 
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N was being en- 
acted the railroad men, who contended that 
they were the sole judges of the reason- 
ableness of their charges, never ceased ery- 
ing out that the railroads in the granger 


‘States would all be ruined by these new 


laws. That was a false prophecy. For the 
roads throve under those laws, instead of 
being ruined by them. Freight rates were 
reduced in Illinois and elsewhere, but those 
reductions made business for the roads and 
swelled their gross and their net earnings. 

The lowering of the rates built up manu- 
factories. It opened coal mines. It in- 
creased the demand for lumber. It gave 
the railroads more freight, both coming and 
going. They made less on eacli ton, but 
they had many more tons to carry. Both 
the roads and the people were gainers by 
the dreadful granger law. 

The railroad managers are predicting 
now that the dogs of war will be let loose 
and all the roads will plunge headlong into 
a suicidal conflict which will end in their 
being thrown into the hands of receivers. 
Nothing of this kind will hnappen. Such an 
outbreak of rate-cutting is less likely to 
happen than at any time during the last 
twenty years. 

The control of the roads is in the hands 
of fewer men than ever before. The rail- 
road mileage of the country is. 181,000 
miles. But it is controlled by a very small 
number of persons. They live mostly in 
and around New York—as far east as Bos- 
ton and as far south as Baltimore. They 
can all meet in New York on a few hours’ 
notice. They are concentrated, while those 
who us the roads are seventy-two millions 


Of people, scattered over a continent. 


These individuals who have the railroad 
systems of the country in their hands are 
able men. They are desirous of squeezing 
out of the public every cent they can and 
giving the least possible return for it. But 
they are intelligent as well as greedy. They 
know that rate wars will injyre their prop- 
erties—will make them less productive, 
and perhaps destroy them entirely. No 
matter how much they may dislike the Su- 
preme Court’s law, they have common 
sense enough to refrain from damaging 
themselves in order to spite the Supreme 
Court. 

Unquestionably rates will in many in- 
stances be lowered. That will not be the 
result of reckless and unbridled competi- 
tion, but of fair and legitimate competition 
which will come into play as soon as all 
these unlawful agreements have been 
wiped out. In the language of Justice 
Peckham: Competition will itself bring 
charges down to what may be reasonable, 
while in the case of an agreement to keep 
prices up competition is allowed no play.” 

These reduced rates will make more busi- 
ness for the roads. In 1895 the railroads of 
the United States carried 89,000 more tons 
of freight than in 1894. They gota little 
less per ton, but their freight earnings in- 
creased materially. There was a loss 
in passenger business, for 1895 was a harder 
year than 1894 and passenger travel fell 
off. But the total net earnings on freight 
and passengers increased five and a half 
millions. 

If the roads had not charged a little less 
for freight they would not have had the 
freight to carry and there would have been 
a heavy loss in freight earnings. So any re- 
ductions in rates which may follow in the 
wake of the Supreme Court decision will 
give the roads more to do and add to their 
earnings. 

There will be no destructive rate wars. 
The talk about them is sheer bluff. The 
roads are in the hands of men who do not 
intend to cut off their noses to spite their 
faces. 


NO MORE TRAFFIC POOLS WANTED. 

It goes without saying that the railroad 
magnates are foreseeing all sorts of dis- 
aster since the Supreme Court decision 
breaking up their pooling arrangements 
and opening up transportation to competi- 
tion. They prophesy rate-cutting. which is 
not only to spread demoralization in busi- 
ness but to break down the weaker roads. 
It is the same outcry which they made 
when granger legislation was passed, but 
the anticipated ruin did not materialize in 
the granger States, nor will it materialize 
now. It is safe to say the public is looking 
on serenely and is not alarmed over the 
picture of disaster drawn by these Jere- 
miahs. The public is content, since under 
the decision unreasonable rates and unjust 
discriminations cannot be maintained, and 
since, as the result of competition, rates 
will go lower, as they should go, which will 
be far from causing the demoralization and 
disaster predicted. It will not be a public 
calamity if weak and insecure roads are 
forced to succumb. It will be the survival 
of the fittest. The strong roads will re- 
main in operation, and they will find as 
their compensation that lower rates will 
mean an increased tide of business. They 
are strong enough to stand any cutting, 
charge reasonable rates, and let the rotten 
concerns cut as much as they please, since 
such cutting will only hasten their collapse. 

The shippers of Chicago have special rea- 
sons for congratulating themselves upon 
this decision and the breakup of the traffic 
associations. They have been the principal 
victims of these pools.. No city in the 
United States has suffered more from 
them. The Eastern joint traffic poo}-has 
aimed its heaviest blows at Chicago and 
has disturbed its prestige as the legitimate 
and natural grain center of the West. It 
has discriminated against this city by pre- 
venting Western lines from competing 
against the lines from the Missouri River 


to the gulf. It has made it well nigh im- 


possible to ship gfain from the West via 
Chicago. It has practiced the same odious 
discriminations on freight from the East 
to the West via Chicago, has permitted the 
Canadian Pacific road to make cut rates 
from the seaboard via Mackinaw to St. 
Paul and other points in the Northwest, 
and has shut out all competition with the 


Canadian Q’acific road on the part of roads 


running to St. Paul via Chicago. 

The outlet of the great lakes has been 
the only salvation left for Chicago, but the 
joint traffic pool conspired to shut up even 
this outlet by getting control of the lake 
lines and forming a new pool known as the 
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ural outlet instead of being diverted to the 
extreme North on the one hand and the Gulf 
of Mexico on the other. Of course the 
astern monopoly will not yield without a 
struggle. It will besiege Congress for per- 
mission to retstablish pools, and it will try 
to scare Congress by prophesying rate wars 
of extermination, derangement of business, 
dire disasters to many roads, and general 
demoralization of railroad business. It will 
make desperate efforts to reéstabiish its old 
policy of injustice and selfishness which so 
long has thrown every possible obstacle in 
the way of Chicago’s business. But Con- 
gress should pay no heed to these outcries. 
They rest upon no real basis. They are 
only intended as a scare. Should Congress 
permit the roads to form pools again it would 
not only reéstablish the old conditions from 
which both Chicago and the whole country 
have suffered so long but would make them 
even more intolerable than they were orig- 
inally. Congress must take its stand upon 
the decision of the Supreme Court and act 
accordingly. 


DOOM OF THE ELEVATOR TRUST. 

The grain elevator trust at Buffalo and 
the kindred organization which fixes ex- 
tortionate rates for terminal charges in 
New York seem on the point of collapse be- 
fore a determined opposition. The com- 
bination of Buffalo elevators has had the 
grain trade at its mercy and has not hes- 
itated to make rates so high that the profits 
of the trust last season were estimated at 
$2,200,000. This immense sum paid sim- 
ply for the transfer of grain, largely done 
by machinery at a small cost for labor, was 
greater than lake vessels received for car- 
rying the grain 900 to 1,000 miles from Chi- 
cago, Duluth, and other upper lake ports. 
It is not surprising in view of these exces- 
sive charges that over 40 per cent in div- 
idends was paid on inflated valuations of 
the elevators.” 

But the trust seems to have tried the pa- 
tience of Chicago traders too far, and its 
dissolution seems to be assured. Two Chi- 
cago firms are constructing one large steel 
elevator in Buffalo and will soon have an- 
other under way, and with these they will 
be able to defy the trust. Then instead of 
selling grain to be delivered in Buffalo sub- 
ject to large transfer charges the grain 
will be delivered direct to New York, Buf- 
falo being treated merely as a way station 
instead of a terminus. Another Chicago 
firm is projecting a similar scheme for Erie, 
where by building an elevator of its own 
it will evade the ultimatum of the trust, 
The war on the trust in New York, which 
has kept up the terminal charges, is being 
conducted through the Legislature with a 
reasonable prospect! of success, and if the 
prices there are reduced, as is confidently 
predicted, the total cost of carrying 
grain from Chicago to the ocean steamer 
will be reduced about two cents a bushel 
by the lake route. 

The Eastern Joint Traffic Association 
has been diligently diverting traffic away 
from Chicago and also from New York, 
sending it down to Newport News and other 
Southern points. This association, 
gether with the elevator trust, has been 
doing much harm to Chicago and seriously 
crippling the lake carrying trade. Large 
investments in elevators and traftic equip- 
ment at lake ports have been jeopardized, 
and the attack on the trust by the Chicago 
people has been undertaken largely to pro- 
tect these interests. If this cheaper trans- 
portation is obtained the benefit to Chicago 
and all lake points cannot fail to be enor- 
mous.

The announcement comes from Washington 
that William J. Bryan and Arthur Sewall are 
to be the guests of honor at a banacuet in that 
city on Jefferson's birthday, under the direction 
of the National Association of Democratic Clubs.

selling; making a reduction of 25 per cent. in 
stock-yard charges; to prevent railroads from ex 
tending their lines by acquiring other lines; rf 
lowing aliens to acquire title to real estate 
foreclosure; prohibiting the employment of chil- 
dren under 14 years of age where there is danger- 
ous machinery or noxious gases; substituting party 
ballots for the general blanket ballot; allowing 
Judges to parole first offenders frém term to term 
of the court until the time for which they were 
sentenced has expired. A resolution for a con- 
stitutional amendment empowering the Legisla- 
ture to abolish the grand jury system was * 
ed. Several measures to regulate railroad, tele- 
graph, telephone, and express rates failed, as did 
also a bill against futures, an anti-department 
store bill, a bill for a franchise tax, and a bill pro- 
hibiting preference among creditors. 


The Tariff on Toothbrushes. 

New York Post: Among the many out- 
rageous features of the Dingley tariff bill 
are some that are ludicrous as well; fur ex- 
ample, that relating to toothbrushes, This 
clause provides that on brushes for the hair, 
nails, or teeth, in which there is no bristle 
or other fiber projecting more thar three- 
eighths of an inch from the block, the duty 
shall be one cent per hundred tufts or knots; 
if projecting more than three-eigtths of an 
inch, and not more than one-half of an inch, 
two cents per hundred tufts or knots; if 
projecting more than one-half of an inch, 
and not more than three-fourths of an inch, 
four cents per hundred tufts or knots; if 
projecting more than three-fourths of an 
inch, and not more than one inch, six cents 
per hundred tufts or knots; and in addition 
thereto; on all the foregoing articles, 20 per 
cent ad valorem. 

Imagine a custom-house official trying to 
compute the duties in a consignment of 
toothbrushes under this clause. First he 
must measure the length of the bristles, or 
the distance that they project from the 
block. Then he mrust count the tufts or 
bunches in which they are grouped. If they 
are more than three-eighths of an inch long 
the specific duty is to be one cent per hun- 
dred tufts, to which is to be added 20 per 
cent ad valorem. If the length exceeds three- 
eighths of an inch the specific duty is 
doubled, and so on. As these articles are 
generally imported, they come in aseorted 
sizes, differing both as to length and the 
number of tufts per square inch. 80 it 
would be necessary for the custom-house 
officials to separate the various sizes and 
atyles and then count one of each, Of 
course, such an intricate method of com- 
puting duties must have a purpose, and this 
can be no other than to increase the rate 
without disclosing the fact ta the public. The

More Parasitic Offices for Persons 
Tired of Supporting Themselves... 
A number of important bills relating to 


the Federal judiciary have already been in- 


troduced in the new Congress. Among them 
is a proposed act authorising every Judge 
of a District Court of the United States to 
appoint a steriographic reporter, at a salary 
of $2,400 a year, to be known as the reporter 
of the United States courts, and to hold office 
during the pleasure of the Judge appointing 
him or of the successor of such Judge. These 
stenographers are to be allowed to charge 
20 cents a folio for transcripts of their notes 
and 10 cents a folio for carbon copies. There 
are also bills to raise the salaries of the sev- 
eral United States District Judges from 
$5,000, their present compensation, to $6,000 
a year, and the pay of the Judges of the 
Court of Claims to $6,000, with an additional 
$500 for the Chief Justice. An additional 
Circuit Judge is asked for in the Sixth Ju- 
dicial Circuit, and there is also a bill before 
the Senate authorizing t F Aer of 
an additional Judge of t United States 
Court in.the Indian Territory. Another 
Senate bill provides for a commission to be 
appointed by the Governor of Alaska whose 
duty it shall be to draft an Alaskan code of 
laws, both civil and criminal, together with 
a code of procedure,

nounced from Geneva that Prof. Dussaud of 
the university there has invented an ap- 
paratus to enable the deaf to hear. The 
microphonograph he has just issued magni- 
fles the human voice in the same way that a 
lens magnifies.

In view of his undoubted powers and in- 
dustry Prof. Saintsbury is eminently fitted 
for carrying through the great scheme which 
he has now undertaken—the publication of a 
series of twelve volumes on of 
European Literature.” The plan is to take 
up each century or literary period and ina 
single volume give a view of the contempo- 
raneous Mterary activities in all the Euro- 
pean countries. In other words, he has set 
out to act upon Matthew Arnodl'’s sugges- 
tion that all future criticism must “ regard 
Europe as being, for intellectual and spirit- 
ual puproses, one great confederation, bound 
to a joint action and working to a common 
result.“ 

Prof. Saintsbury hae undertaken to write 
two of these twelve volumes himself and to 
edit the whole series. The first volume to 
make its appearance is one from the editor’s 
own pen, “The Flourishing of Romance 
and the Rise of Allegory ” (Scribner), which 
treats of the literary products of the various 
— 1 1 languages between the years 1100 
and 1300. 

To this period belong the great folk epics 
or romances of Hurope: In France, the vast 
body of chansons de geste,“ with Charle- 
magne as their central figure; in England the 
scarcely less.extensive body of legendary 
verse centering around King Arthur and his 
round table; in Germany, the great Nibelun- 
— 4 while Spain has its poem of the Cid, 

sagas, and Wales and Ireland 
their Baek —— romances. When Profs 
Saintsbury gets through he has given his 
readers a view of thé whole field. 
: * 0 


Naturally a treatise like this will appeal 
strongly to the literary student and not at 
all to the general reader. It is distinctly 
academic in its style, and though it recites 
the stories of many of the old romances it 
does so from an academic and not a popular 
standpoint. But for the college professor 
of literature the appearance of Prof. Saints- 
bury’s work is a noteworthy event. 

After briefly surveying the functions of 
Latin in this epoch, and growing enthusi- 
astic over the Dies Ire to the extent of 
saying that perhaps no one but Dante or 
Shak re has equaled it, he passes on to 
the French chansons de geste and de- 
fends them no less enthusiastically against 
og gm gy of the French critics. Though 

Brunetiére the greatest of living 
tthe critics (Brunetiére is now in Amer- 
ica) he cannot forgive that gentleman’s 
coldness toward the Charlemagne romances. 
He says he hae never read one of them that 
had not more poetry in it than ninety-nine 
out of a hundred of the later French 
tragedies. ; 

Prof. Saintsbury has made a valuable 
study into. the beginnings and * devel- 
opment of these folk poems. He regards 
the Arthurian romances as on the whole 
the greatest, but also reserves certain points 
in which the Charlemagne and the Nibelung 
sagas are superior. As to priority, the 
French romances, certainly all those of the 
best period, were in existence before a single 
one of the Arthurian romances was written.” 

In this and in similar statements regarding 


ury throws his gauntlet into the 
center of a field already fiercely fought over 
by the critics, and his treatise is certain to 
figure in more than one academic war of 
words hereafter.

A considerable part of the work of the 
school will be play for the pupils, but this 
also will be under the supervision of in- 
structors. Chapman Strand, one of the. best 
beaches between New York and New Lon- 
don, is to be available to the pupils for 
bathing.

In my last report I 
was. already in a position to inform you that 
the blood serum of cattle which have recov- 
ered from rinderpest had a,yertainimmuning 
effect upon healthy stock when inoculated 
with it. Its protective properties, however, 
are not very great, for 100 cubic centimeters 
of such serum are required to protect an ani- 
mal against an inoculation with a small 
dose of rinderpest blood. This immunity 1s 
in its nature merely a passive one, and will 
only last during a short fargo For pro-

tective inoculation on a e scale such 
serum is not applicable, b succeeded in 
immuning within a fortnight several animals 
by means of a mixture of serum and virulent 
tinderpest blood to such a degree that they 
were erabled to withstand an injection of 
20 ccm. of st blood, a ten-thousandth 
part of which its a fatal dose. From this fact 
I judge that the immunity of these animals 
is of a much higher degree, and I believe 
it ls an active immunity equal to that of a 
beast which has contracted rinderpest and 
has then recovered...

im are required to immunize one animal, 

one liter, nearly one and three-quarters 
of an imperial pint, suffices for fifty head of 
catth.

In this case, only one 
hypodermic injection of 10 com. is sufficient. 
This ‘mmunity sets in on the tenth day at 
latest, and is to such an extent that even 
four weeks afterwaid 40 ccm. of rinderpest 
blood could be injected without any injurious 
effect. I therefore conclude that the im- 
munity produced in such a manner is of an 

‘active’ nature. The local result of an in- 
jection is merely a hard, somewhat painful 
swelling of the size of a man’s fist, which 

radually. disappears in the course of a few 

eeks, provided, however,. that the bile is 
not in a estate of decomposition, as it is 
not uncommon when an animal suffers from 
rinderpest. * such circumstances an 
abscess may form, which, however, does not 
seem to be detrimental! to the process of im- 
munization.
